THE WINTER STABLE. 


Important Facts Wbloll Should be Consid- 


ered by Every Stock-Owner. 


On new Western lands, full as they 


are of elements that make crop* grow, 
after a somewhat extended observation 
of farming In. the West, we do not re- 
member a single farmer who, from thai 
start, began to gave his manure, using 
it with system on the land. One pf the 
economies of the stablo is the careful 
saving of this, and while strictly new 
land may not seem to need it, the time 
comes to all land when an equivalent 
must be returned for whatever is taken 
off, else after awhile the crops fail. Be- 
yond the mere saving of the droppings 
m the stable, there are sanitary condi- 
tions to be looked after, and the'effluvia 
arising from the foscal and urinary de- 
posits of a large number of animals in 
a close stable, is certainly not agreea- 
ble. In the case of animals that are 
highly fed, the odors are sometimes 
especially offensive. 


These odors may be quite effectually 


prevented by providing thoroughly dry 
earth, sprinkling this upon the bedding. 
By this means the urine is absorbed 
and saved, and by a sprinkling of dry 
earth upon the droppings, the offensive 
odor will be suppressed, DP, matter how 
obnoxious from higb fending. This, of 
course, is on the principle of earth 
closets, through the agency of which 
the odor from tocal matter in a dwell- 
ing may be effectually suppressed. 


One of the most important economies 


of the stable is the selection of the 
right kind of help for winter service. 
Entire faithfulness and devotion should 
be exacted. And it is useless to exact 
these qualities from a hired man who 
does not possess a positive trait of 
faithfulness 
and 
liking for 
live 


stock. 
Animals at large in pasture 


find their own rations, and if within 
their reach, thev are not liable to go 
short of feed, they are also out of the 
reach of rough treatment, but once tied 
up in the stall the beast is the creature 
of circumstances, and these circum- 
stances are usually under the oontrolpf 
the hired man. 
That as much of the feed as is possi- 


ble may go onto the ribs in the form of 
flesh and stay there, an important 
economy of the stable rests in a com- 
fortable temperature, otherwise the cir- 
cumstances are not favorable to ^he 
getting of flesh and holding it 
Venti- 


lation should not be denied, but cold 
currents passing over stabled stock will 
result somewhat like an attempt to 
keep a fira burning while pouring a 
stream of water upon it 
It requires 


compensating feed (fueJ) to replenish 
the waste of heat coming from each 
hour of exposure from a cold current. 


The conditions in the stable, having 


in view the protection of farm animals 
from adverse influences, should be as 
studiously looked after as the tempera- 
ture of the winter depository for fruit 
and vegetables. 
Yet mnny do not do 


this, but go on the proposition that the 
living beast has a reactionary power in 
the calorio engendered within its own 
body, and natter themselves that this 
is essentially self-producing and self- 
adjusting, and that come what may in 
the way of low temperature to the beast, 
its vitality will react against the cold, 
while they know that the vegetables 
will freeze and be a total loss, unless 
they procure precisely the right tem- 
perature to prevent 
this.—National

Mor» Plain Talk About California Paper 


Town* and Big Money for climate. 


Below is a copy of a letter ot local in- 


terest just received from Peter Loeb now 
in California: 


SAW DIIGO, CAJU, Dec. 19,18W. 


DXAB SIB—Tfali la a delightful climate. I 


junt finished my smoke sitting out doors react- 
ing by the electric light—nice and warm dur- 
ing the day and cot a cloud In the sky. The 
bay and harbor are very fine. We went aboard 
thsU.8. flaghlp Hartford now In the harbor. 
Their band gave an open-air concert yeeter- 
flay afternoon from t to 5 in the plaza. The 
offloera are Invited to dinner hero at the 3t- 
James hotel this evening. The Oilinate Is 
more even bete than at Los Acgelea. This 
place Is booming here same aa Loa Angelet; 
but I am of tbe aame opinion here ae I waa 
there—that they will want a lot of lunatla 
uylumg soon. I mailed you a map of tbe 
place yesterday with the city proper and the 
present limits marked witb, tno lines drawn- 
one snowing present cHy and the c ther lacing 
In the luburbe, Xhe balance outside of both 
lines la bare hills covered with sage bru-b. 
The whole area covered with lots and cliy 
built on paper will cover from north to south 
about 16 mllea. So you see tbere are a few loti 
U/ty<tthat are not built upon or hare any 
Improvements of any kind. The worst fea- 
ture la tbe scarcity of good water. The water 
we uie to wash In smells like sage brush and 
li bracklab. It makes what llttlo hair I have 
left on my bead sticky and rougher than hog 
bristles. We uae lots of bora.-, to soften It, 
but that does not help It muth. If my hfclr 
were long I imagine I would look tike a genu- 
ine greaser. We were over at Corouado Boaoh 
several times to the seashore. It 1» a beauti- 
ful sight to sit In the pavilion and hear and 
Bee the breakers come In. You can see large 
porpoises come 90 near the sbore that some 
are carried and rolled over with the breakers. 
It la One to see them just as the waves rise B 
or 10 foet and before they roil over you oan by 
tha sunlight which reflects against tbe wave 
see theie large fish very plainly as they roll 
over with the wavea. They are aa big aa a 
oow. Some are am s! lor and frequently you 
aee them jump olear out above the water. 
Wben you see them some distance off It puts 
one In mind of seeing a big lot or drove of hlg- 
hogs. Tbey do considerable nahln? about five 
mllea out at sea which they call the ood Bablng 
grounda. People say thtre will be plenty of 
good pure water here soon. There are two 
companies now at work building names from 
the mountains. We oan aee the bay and ocean 
from our hotel window. We oan also see Old 
Mexico and mountains there which are over 
100 mllea from here. 


We are going to drive over Into Mexico to* 


morrow; I want to find a good place to cross, 
because Oanada won't bold all tbe Americans 
and tn«y will soon have to come tbls way. 
Besides that the climate here Is better and 
olgara and muaoatel cheaper. On Tuesday 
morning we will drive to tbe U. B. Lighthouse 
on Point Loma. Thla is the highest lighthouse 
in the United States. Tuesday evening at flvo 
o'olook we sail from bere on the Paclno 
ateamei- Banta Roia for Santa Barbara, and 
after atopplng there a week or two will go on 
rame steamer to San Francisco and stay with 
my ooualn there for awhile; and then we will 
go to San Jose, Monierey.Paclno Qrove and 
several oiher places not yet fully decided ou. 
Pleats i- rite me after this to No 919 Filbert 
street, San Francisco, and my cousin will for- 
ward mall to me from tbere, which will save 
time and trouble, 


Tbere la le«a vegetation here than at J.ua an- 


galea; everything bere looka dry, dirty and 
parched. Intereit on money la only 13 per 
oent, 8 for tax and ID net, The custom la that 
tha borrower pays 10 per oent and taxes; but 
a man to loan money bere successfully and 
safe must be well posted, because tbere are ao 
many bad and defective old Spanish titles, 
And Individual loans are also risky, because 
the moit of the population speculate and 
have not been bere long enough to become 
well known. I am told that there la lota of 
Eastern money bere for speculation. There 
la aometblng Bitten, or else Interest would 
not be so high, because the Eastern capital- 
ists would not loan their money In Illinois for 
alx per cent, wben ten net Is paid bere. It 
looka to me as though they were afraid of 
tbelrbooma and cities on paper out here. I 
would rather alt behind a good base burner in 
Illinois six monthi in the year, with the ther- 
mometer at 25 below iero,tban to be compelled 
to live here. This Ceronado Beach town, laid 
out ao nloely on paper and so well written up 
and advertised, I think, is a fraud and hum- 
bug. Of course, the parties that own It be- 
lieved in lots of boodle, and they will make 
every effort to rope In the dear people to get 
their money back. Thla ia a fast country, but 
look out when tho bottom (alls out. What- 
ever you buy bere you buy 95 pet cent oil- 
mate. If they could bottle up climate and 
export It like beer, they would have a bonan- 
za. All well.
